Dandelions 


Most people tear the dan- 
delions out of their lawn 
and toss them inthe gar- 
bage. They should toss them 
in a salad instead. 

The flower ts a compos- 
ite and beautiful golden 
yellow. The leaves are dark 
green. The flowers mature 
into white fluffy balls which 
hold the seed. The plant gets 
its name from the likeness 
of leaves to a lion’s tooth. 

Dandelion greens con- 
tain 35 per-cent more vita- 
mun C than tomatoes and 20 
per-cent more vitamin A 
than carrots. They provide 
calcium — than 
soybeans and more iron 
than eggs. Compared to 
other greens, they deliver 
twice as much thiamine as 
spinach, more potassium 
than kale and four times 
more riboflavin than let- 
tuce. They're also rich in 
magnesium and folate.

In an interview, the boys 
said they decided to check 
out the Mine at arrived, ina 
vehicle driven by Philpot, 
at about 8 p.m. on Wednes- 
day night.

In an interview, Jenny 
Hill, 42, a widow from 
Warkworth said the return 
of her purse, with all the 
contents in tact, was “mui- 
raculous” and she was sull 
“flabbergasted” by the 
whole tum of events. 

Hill said her and a friend 
were touring around the 
Madoc/Marmora area or

stopped at the Roadmaster’s 
Roadhouse in Madoc for 
lunch. The two then trav- 
elled to Marmora to view 
the Mine. This is the point 
when Hill felt she lost her 
purse. She said she had just 
transferred to a smaller 
purse, usually she carries 
around a big bag. The purse 
was set on the floor of the 
vehicle and she thinks the 
strap may have got stuck on 


a foot and kicked out and 
under the vehicle without 
her or her fnend noticing. 
After touring the Mine, Hill 
suggested they go get a 
drink. Upon arriving at the 
store she noticed her purse 
was missing. A search of 
the places they had been 
came up empty. When she 
arrived home, Hill said she 
contacted the Madoc OPP 
who transferred her to the 
Quinte OPP, who informed 
her they had recovered her 
purse. 

The four men's aétions 
has restored some faith in 
society for Hill, who said it 
is nice to see this display of 
honesty, after reading sto- 
ries of killings, break and 
enters every day in the;

The best protection 
against rabies 1s for people 
to ensure their pets are Vac- 
cinated and kept away from 
Stray domestic or wild ani- 
mals. If they suspect that 
they. or their pets, may have 
come incontact with arabid 
animal, they should call 
their doctor or veterinarian 
immediately. 

Cats left outside, espe- 
cially at night, may come 
into contact with foxes and 
other wild animals such as 
raccoons. Rabies experts 
Suggest keeping cats in- 
doors or on a leash, espe- 


cially in the evening. Cats _ 


and dogs should also wear a 
collar which properly iden- 
lifies their owner.

If you take a moment to 
it makes 
sense: Pretend you have a 


sore back. Now, someone 
tightens this painful con- 
tfaption on your back. You 
tum your head towards them 
gently, then with your ears 
back. They ignore, you. 

So you swish your tail’ 
and side- “Step, irying to ex- 
press your discomfort, but 
they give you aswatand tell 
you to stand still. You kick 
up with your back legs. This 
should let them know you 
are concemed about this 
painful device, but to your 
surprise, rather than listen, 
they kick you back. 

Oh no! they're going to 
get on. They are going to 
put all their weight on this 
stupid contraption that digs 
into your shoulders or 

-pinches your skin. You have 
to stop them. 


So you move around, and 
even throw in a little buck, 
You have to get your point 
across. But they only yellat 
you and slap you with their 
reins or crop. They didn’t 
listen to your pleas for un- 
derstanding. 

Now that the stress us 
actually felt in your joints, 
you throw your head irying 
torelax those places. If you 
could just find a comfort- 
able position. (But rider 
makes a mental notesto use 
a tie down, to hold your 
head in place, next ride). 

So you try to run faster, 
thinking you might he able 
to outrun the saddle and 
leave it behind. But the rider 
only pulls harder on the 
metal piece in your mouth, 
and the recently added curb 
chain bites into your chin. 

What should you do 
next? What can you- do? 
One of two things: 

Give in. Let the rider 
think they have “broken” 
you of your “bad” habits. 
Become submissive and 
endure the pain rather than 
punishment; 

Become resentful and : 
nasty. Then maybe they will. 
leave you alone. Continue 
to run away and twist your 
head to the side, or maybe 
buck a new and unsuspect- 
ing rider off. Or better yet. 
just make sure they can’t 
catch you the nexttime they 
want to go for a ride. 

Well. now that | may 
have offended a few long- 
time and more experienced 
riders than myself, I will 
close for this week. | think 
I have given you a lot to 
chew until my next column. 

Next time, I will finish 
this topic with ways to actu- 
ally pinpoint the soreness; 
how to determine why your 
saddle is causing stress and 
lastly, hopefully provide a 
few ideas on how to adjust 
your current saddle to your 
horse’s back. 
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Keeping the lawn in Shape makes a yard look beautiful 


With the returnot spring. 
homeowners begin to work 
on their yard, planting eve- 
rything from beautiful flo- 
ral borders to huge vegeta- 
ble gardens. However, if 
their lawn doesn’ tlook lush 
and green, the yard can lose 
Its appeal and all of the work 
put into it could be for 
naught. 

To help homeowners 
maintain a healthy lawn, 
The Lawn Institute recom- 
mends that they have a 
lawn-care program that 
works. 

Many lawn-cate experts 
believe that a majority of 
lawn problems are a result 
of not mowing at the proper 
height and not keeping the 
lawn-mower blade sharp- 
ened throughout the mow- 


ing season. Every type of 
grass has a specific height 
for opumum performance 
Keeping grass at its best 
growing height willincrease 
a lawn's density and attrac- 
tiveness - and reduce prob- 
lems. 

4 simple rule of thumb 
to follow when mowing is 
to never remove more than 
one-third of the leaf sufface 
each time the lawn is 
mowed. Leaf surface. or 
cutting height, refers to the 
length of grass above the 
soil. Cutting below the opti- 
mum height impedes root 
development, which is es- 
sential to having a dense, 
healthy lawn, 

Also, homeowners don’t 
have  tocollect the grass 
clippings after they finish 


mowing. These clippiigs 


decompose quickly and put 


nutrients back into the soil 
ltUsa built-in fertilization 
program, according to the 
institute 

When it comes to water 
ing a lawn, the institute says 
that the best lawns grow 
when they are watered 
heavily at mfrequent inter- 
vals. On average, the lawn 
needs about | inch of water 
a week, either from rain or 
imigation during the grow- 
ing season. This inch of 
water normally will soak 
the soil to a depth of 4 to 6 
inches, which allows the 
water to reach deep into the 
root system. 

Homeowners should de- 
termine the rate of applica- 
tion of their sprinkler sys- 


lem to setup any urigation 
program. An easy way to 
dothisis  tosetoutasenes 
of cans tf they have an un 
derground sprinklersystem 
or a couple of cans if they 
use asingle sprinkler. After 
running the system for 30 
minutes, they can meusure 
the water in the cans and 
determine the length of time

The best times to water a 
lawn are inthe curly mom 
ing or carly evening. when 
there is generally less wind 
and heat. The least desir 
able times are in the heat of 
the afternoon, when water 
evaporates too quickly, and 
very late in the evening,

Creating the herb planter 
is easy. You will need a 
strawberry pot, about 10 
herb plants, peat-based pot- 
ting mix, some small stones 
and a cardboard tube from 
wrapping paper.

Place 
the cardboard tube in the 
center of the planter. Work 
it into the peat moss so that 
il remains upright. 


2. Fill the pot with pot- 
ling mixture to the first 
pockets. Now add plants, 
gently passing roots through 
the holes. Cover roots with 
potting mix, and repeat un- 
til planter is filled. Leave 
about | inch between the 
potting mixture and the 
planter rim to allow for 
watering. 


3. Fillthe cardboard tube 
with small stones, and then 
carefully pull it out. The 
stones improve drainage, al- 
lowing water to seepevenly 
throughout the potting mix 


4. Plant herbs in the open 
soil at the top of the planter.

your fish and be enjoyed 
without unnecessary work. 

Unlike lakes and rivers, 
garden ponds are of small 
size with limited depth. 
Therefore they warm up and 


cool down more quickly and 
experience greater ex- 
tremes of temperature than 
natural bodies of water. 
These conditions stimulate 
the growth of algae which 
Cause green water and blan- 
ket weed. 

Compared with natural 
ponds, garden ponds usu- 
ally heavily stocked with 
fish, which are fed more 
than they would normally 
find to eat in their natural 
habitat. Fish produce waste 
In proportion to the amount 
of food eaten. This. pollu- 
tion is created by the de- 
composition of plants and 
uneaten food. If pollutants 
are not removed, they will 
eventually poison your fish. 

Both green water and 
pollution can reduce the 


level of oxygen in pond 
water. However, relatively 
high concentrations of oxy- 
gen are necessary to sup- 
port healthy fish. The intro- 
duction of air into pond 
water, i.e., aeration, raises 
and stabilizes the level of 
oxygen in the water. In ad- 
dition, the turbulence cre- 
ated by the aeration will 
remove toxic gases. 


Pond pumps perform a 
dual role within your pond. 


They aerate the water pro- 


viding oxygen and remov- . 


ing harmful gases. They cir- 
culate water to the filter and 
pond management equip- 
ment. 


Pond filter also perform 
a dual role. They filter out 
solid material including fish 
waste and algae, helping to 
create clear water, They 
make use of friendly bacte- 
ria which build up on the 
Surtace of the filter and re- 
move the harmful pollut- 
ants, ammonia and nitrites. 


Don’t build your pond 
too small or too shallow. 


These can suffer from rapid 


temperature changes which ~ 


stress your fish. Try to lo- 
cate your pond out of full 
sun, but away from trees 


‘that shed their leaves. To 


have pond lilies, you should 
have 6 or more hours of

As I'm sure you have 
figured out on your own, 
just about every ‘breed of 
horse has a different con- 
formation, size and weight 
category. Therefore, it 
stands to reason that there 
are hundreds, if not thou- 
sands, of different shapes. 

However, sadly enough, 
there are very few sizes 
available in saddle trees. 
How did you pick up yours” 
Did you buy tt because tt 
matched your bridle? Was 
the pnce right?

How many peo- 
ple took the saddle home 
first and tned it on their 
horse before buying it?

Step 1: Break out the 
baby powder, a good brush, 
your best friend and your 
horse, and head for the barn.

Continued from page 5-A 
saddle to one side or shift it 
in any way. Have your 
friend lead you around, 15- 
20 steps, and then dismount 
in the same fashion. 

Step 2: This is it: the 
Moment of all Truths. Your 
friend is there to lend moral 
support if youneed 1t. Stand- 
ing on the chair, ctc., lift 
your saddle straight into 
the air and remove it. 

What you will see ts 
powder that has. been 
crushed or scrunched in 
certain areas, and notin oth- 
ers, The crushed areas indi- 
cate the places where your 
saddle 1s touching, and the 
freshly powdered look 
micans these areas are not 
receiving any of your 
weight. 

“A good displacement 


average 1s one-and-one-half 


pounds of your body weight 
per square inch. It would 
also be beneficial if your 
fricnd was good enough at 
math to calculate the used 
areas, to see just how much 
of the saddle tree is being 
used. It will also show 
whether your saddle's 
weight. in addition to your 
own, is resting onthe shoul- 
ders and pinching, etc. It 
seems the majority of sad- 
dles rest on the shoulders 
and the end of the horse's 
back without any contact 
down the middle. (Don't 
forget to check the with- 
ers.) 

Step 3: Don't let anyone 
tell you to fix it with another 
pad: If your shoes are too 
big, another pair of socks 
isn't going to fix the prob- 
lem. In the case of the sad- 
dle, it only lifts the prob- 
lem. So, using a piece of 


. Chalk ora pencil, try tomark 


the places on your saddle 
that aren’t touching. 
You might start by feel- 
ing the tree with your fin- 
gers and outlining that first. 
Every other piece of saddle 
under there is for looks and 
design only. This has abso- 
lutely no effect on your 


weight disbursement. 

Step 4: Now, using a 
ruler, your imagination and 
creative abilities, transfer 
the “it doesn’t touch” area 
onto a piece of newspa- 
per. Cutitout, and you now 
have the solution to your 
problem. 

Take this to a saddle 
maker or leather repair shop. 
This may take a couple of 
ines to get the nght thick- 
ness. Ask them to cut you 4 
piece in the shape of your 
design. If your saddle isn’t 
fitting your horse in very 
many places, you may want 
to start with a thicker piece, 
or maybe glue a couple of 
pieces together. (Make sure 
you use a good strong glue 
so they don’t shift.) 

Remember, the object of 
this activity is to fill in the 
space. You want your sad- 
dle to sit on your horse's 
back, everywhere. 

Step 5: Once you have 
ined this exercise a couple 
of times and are now sure 
the leather is the nght thick- 
ness, have the person insert 
it into your saddle. But re- 
member, you don't want 
any more pressure points, 
soensure the insert is shaved 
around the edges soit gradu- 
ally fits into the tree. (Thin 
to thick.) 


Step 6: Congratulate 
yourself. You have just 
proven your devotion to 
your horse, and I promise 
you will see a big differ- 
encé. But remember that it 
may take a few rides for 
this to become evident. 


_ Your horse only remembers 


pa and has pretty much 
come accustomed to it if 
you have been using your 
saddle for a while. 

It may take some time 
for him to realize it doesn't 
hurt anyone.

Meaning of shaft flex 


Two charactenstics of 
the golf shaftaffect ball tra- 
jectory. 

The first is the relative 
suffness or flex of the shaft, 
and the second is the flex 
pot of the shalt. 

Most golfers are aware 
that the golf shaft flexes 
during the swing. A number 
of things happen to the club 
because of this shaft flex- 
ing. 


First of all, the face tends 
toclose. Next, the lofttends 
to increase. Third, the line 
angle is flattened; and, fi- 
nally, the club shortens. 
How much all this occurs is 
dependent.on a number of 
other factors such as the 
shaft flexibility, the club 
length, the weight and size 
of the head, how fast the 
club is swung, etc. 

Many articles have 
stated that a properly flexed 
shaft for an individual will 
be straight or in line with 
the head of the club just 
before impact. This is in- 
correct. The shaft is in fact 
bowed forward with the 
clubhead leading it just be- 
fore impact. 

During impact, the tre- 
miendous force of the ball at 
rest being put into motion 
slows the clubhead down 
so that it comes back in line 
with the shaft during im- 
pact; and as the ball just 
begins to leave the face, the 
clubhead is actually lagging 
behind the shaft. This all 
occurs in less than 5/ 
10,000ths of a second and 
one inch of clubhead travel. 

Because the clubhead is 
bowed ahead of the shaft at 
impact, the dynamic loft or 
impact loft is increased. 


Assuming the only variable 
in all three illustrated clubs 
is shaft flex with swing 
speed remaining constant, 
we can see that the more 
flexible the shaft the higher 
the trajectory. 

Now let's take a look at 
how.the shaft flex point can 
affect dynamic loft and ball 
trajectory. The flex point of 
the shaft refers to how and 
where maximum bending 
occurs in the shaft during 
the swing. 

Assume that we have 
three shafts all with the same 
flex or in this example, all 
stiff flex. but one shaft is tip 
suff and butt weak, another 
shaft is tip weak and butt 
suff and the third in be- 
tween the first twoor a shaft 
with a mid-flex point. 

Even though all three 
shafts are the same relative 
stiffness, the tip weak shaft 
will hit the ball slightly 
higher than the tip suff shaft 
with the third being in be- 
tween. The reason for this 
is that a tip weak shaft will 
have more kick or increased 
dynamic loft at impact than 
a shaft that bends higher up 
the shaft. ; 

A professional 
clubmaker can help you 
select the correct shaft flex 
and flex point for your 
swing.

We require along phase- 
out period to make sure this 
is accomplished. It must be 
emphasized that, if the in- 
ternational’ community 
changes direction in trade 
liberalization at any time 
we will change our strat- 
egy, but that is not evident 
at this time. 

The importance of win- 
ning the NAFTA panel 
challenge called by the US 
cannot be over-empha- 


sized. We are confident that 
Canada has the legal nght 
under the NAFTA to im- 
plement our GATT-negoti- 
ated tariffs. It's time for the 
US to live by the trade rules 
they agreed to, not the trade 
rules they wish they had 
negotiated.

lar to other crops -- nitro- 
gen, phosphorus and pot- 
ash. 

Phosphorous and potash 
levels can be determined by 
soil tests. There is no suit- 
able nitrogen test. Nitrogen 
is often the limiting factor 
where grasses are the major 
pasture species. 

Over time, most pastures 
revert to lower-producing 
vrass species and weeds. 
These types of pastures 
should be renovated, where 
possible, with the introduc- 
tion of legumes capable of 
generating their own nitro- 
gen requirements, 

Generally. pastures 
which are at least half leg- 
ume -- alfalfa, trefoil and 
clover -- don’t require ni- 
trogen. Where the content 


of legumes is less than 50 


per cent, renovation or ni- 
trogen application will dra- 
matically increase the yield. 

The most direct way to 
Increase production is to 
apply the equivalent of 45 
pounds to the acre of actual 
nitrogen. One hundred 
pounds per acre of urea in 
early spring would add 
about 45 pounds of actual 
nitrogen. Application 
should be less than 75

pounds to the acre to reduce 
any chance of nitrate poi- 
soning. 

Many farmers would like 
to introduce new grass spe- 
cies while keeping the ex- 
isting stand. To be effec- 
tive, this requires some con- 
trol over existing vegeta- 
on. 

This may be accom- 
plished by severe grazing 
and, for best results, follow 
with no-till drill to get good 
seed-to-soil contact. Early 
spring is the best time for 
this process. 


Early frost seeding of 
clovers or trefoil can be 
successful if applied over a 
period of time if there is 
control over existing grass. 
Where drought is a persist- 
ent problem, some species, 
like orchard grass and wheat 
canary grass are more tol- 
erant of certain legumes.

He then introduced the 
Rowena 
Burns, of Burns Water Gar- 
dens in Baltimore, Ont.

Since the dawn of ume, 
man has had a fascination 
with the sight. colour, re- 
fection and tranquillity ot 
water, and has been tn- 
ingued by the soynd and 
movement of water. Mahy 
yeurs ago. streams and 
fountains were added to the 
gardens of larger estates. 
Many were copied from 
Itahan designs. Examples 
of these can be found in the 
fountain gardens of Ver- 
sailles, built for Lours X1V; 
the Butchart Gardens in an 
abandoned quarry mn Victo- 
na, B.C., and Japanese gar- 
dens that contrive to have 
small streams and tnkling 
waterfalls within their en- 
VITORS, 

Since World War Two, 
ponds have become very 
popular--the farm pond, 
concrete ponds which must 
be reinforced because of our 
harsh winters: fibreglass- 
lined ponds or even a bath- 
tub pond. 

Building A Pond: 
Choose a site close to the 
house, so that life at the 
pond can be observed. First, 
lay out a garden hose in the 
shape you desire. Keep it 
simple. 

Imitate nature by leav- 
ing shelves of earth at the 
sides for plants that prefer 
to grow in shallow water. 
Dig the outline of the pond 
first. Use a level as you dig 
so there is no downhill 
grade. Slope the sides leav- 
ing the shelves for bog gar- 
Jens and marginal plants. 

Next place the liner, Ar- 
titicial black liners are 
strong and yet flexible. Run 
about an inch of water into 
the bottom to hold the liner 
in place while you smooth 
uway the wnnkles. Weigh 
the edges ‘and leave for a 
few days to settle. Decide 
what the edges will be-- 
flagstone or bricks. 

Place sothat they slightly 
overlap the edve to hide the 
lining. Fill with water to a 
depth of 30-36 inches. 

Plants: Some that are 
suitable for edging include 
yellow iris, blue flag, cardi- 
nal flower, jewelweed, 


astilbe. liqularia, turtichead, ° 


variegated grasses and cat- 
tails. In deeper water, plant 
pickerel weed. arrowhead 
and water lettuce. Tropical 
plants can be added but will 
have to be taken inside and 
treated like houseplants in 
the fall. 

These are water canna. 
bog lily, papyrus, water 
hyacinth and lotus. The lat- 
ter 18 very invasive but 
muskrats love it and will 
gladly eat two thirds of the 
roots, leaving just the nght 
amount for the new season, 

Pond lilies should be 
planted in heavy clay soil in 


a dark plastic tub. Pack the. 


earth firmly. Add special 
fertilizer for water lies m 
pellet form which is slow- 
acting. Do not substutute 
other fertilizers. Place the 
water-hly with the crown at 
the surface. Pack down and 
add fine gravel on top. 
Lower the tubon to a spacer 
crate. so that the lily is near 


the top in warmer water. 


In the fall. take out the 2 


crate, and lower the tubcon- 
tainer to the bottom of the 
pond. Cut foliage of plants 


back im the fail and cover . 


the pond with a net to keep 
out leaves and debris.

Knowing your golf clubs

wrist action before impact: 
* If the player holds the 
club with normal enp pres- 
sure, he may now have 
“overactive” wrist move- 
ment causing the ball to be 
pulled left of target: . 
*Cause the golfer to hold 
the club too far out on the 
end where the gripis larger, 
thus increasing his chances 
of “losing” the club at the 
top of the backswing and 
reducing club control. 
Rule of thumb: Too 
large a grip reduces normal 
wrist roll and generally 
causes a pushed shot. Too 
small a grip increases the 
possibility of a very active 
wrist roll which can cause 
erratic directional control 
but mostly results inapulled 
shot. A properly fitted grip 
is achieved when the two 


muddle fingers of the upper 
hand barely touch the heel 
portion of the palm. Above 
all else, the gnp size must 
be comfortable. A profes- 
sional clubmaker can evalu- 
ate your grip size and adjust 
it by changing the size of 
grip by using more or less 
tape under the grip. ,
